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DESCRIPTION

In-hospital deaths per 1,000 discharges with abdominal aortic aneurysm (AAA) repair, ages 18 years and
older. Includes metrics for discharges grouped based on AAA rupture status and repair type. Excludes
obstetric discharges and transfers to another hospital.

[NOTE: The software provides the rate per hospital discharge. However, common practice reports the
measure as per 1,000 discharges. The user must multiply the rate obtained from the software by 1,000
to report in-hospital deaths per 1,000 hospital discharges.]

Stratification of Indicator

The indicator is stratified into four groups by 1) type of AAA repair (open vs. endovascular) and 2)
AAA rupture status.

Strata are mutually exclusive. Patients cannot qualify for more than one stratum. If both endoscopic and
open approach procedures are conducted, patients are assigned to the stratum with the highest risk of
mortality (Stratum Open/Ruptured, Endo/Ruptured, Open/Intact, Endo/Intact).

Strata hierarchy (listed from highest mortality to lowest mortality):
1. Stratum Open/Ruptured (Open repair of ruptured AAA)

2. Stratum Endo/Unruptured (Endovascular repair of ruptured AAA)
3. Stratum Open/Intact (Open repair of unruptured AAA)

4. Stratum Endo/Intact (Endovascular repair of unruptured AAA)
